METROPOLITAN Counties BrancH : StratrorD Division. 
The General Practitioner and the Hospital. 
Ar a meeting of the Stratford Division, held on November 16th, 
a discussion on the relationship of the general practitioner to 
the hospital was opened by Mr. H. 8. Sovrrar, C.B.E., 
F.R,C.S., surgeon to the London Hospital. 


Address by Mr. H. 8. Souttar. 

He said that this large and difficult problem, which must be 
faced in the near future, owed its origin to the great recent 
advances in both medical and surgical methods and to the vast 
technical equipment which these advances demanded. When the 
hospitals of this country were little more than resting places for 
the sick poor, when they contained nothing which a general practi- 
tioner could not himself supply to his own patients, the problem 
did not exist. Its existence and its urgency depended on the fact 
that a hospital, whether a great teaching school or a cottage 
hospital in a village, could supply something otherwise ‘unobtain- 
able. The difficulty arose to some extent from the generous 
impulse of our ancestors, for they established hospitals for the 
sick poor, to whose service alone these institutions had been 
devoted. In. other countries, and especially in America, the 
hospitals were established for the whole community, and all 
shared in their benefits. It seemed a curious perversion of 
philanthropy to refuse to one class benefits which were showered 
upon another. The relationship of the general practitioner to the 
hospital must obviously vary with the type of hospital, and Mr. 
Souttar said he would confine himself to the great teaching 
hospitals and the State or municipal hospitals. 

A.great London teaching hospital occupied a special and well 


‘defied position. Its beds were under the control of a staff of 


specialists who had, for the most part grown up in its traditions, 
and who devoted to its service an amount of time and energy tor 
which, were finance the only criterion, they were rarely repaid. 
The work carried out there, whether by nurses, staff, or students, 
was infused by an enthusiasm and a broad humanity which swept 
aside the limits of finance. Aiming at progress as well as treai- 
ment, these hospitals were -provided with technical equipment, 
laboratories, and z-ray appliances far beyond the requirements 
of the individual patient, and so complete was the organization 
that a signature on a slip of paper would .btain a costly drug, 
or a laboratory report involving hours, or even days, of research. 
With a staff so highly trained and with such a technical equip- 
ment the hospital was able to provide for its patients services 
inaccessible to those outside its walls and unobtainable by any 
other means. With such help the physician could demonstrate 


' to his students not only the outward signs of disease but its 


remote origin and the complex details of its results. The whole 
organization in fact formed an elaborate machine for the conquest 
of disease. Now it was against the very completeness of this 
machine that one sometimes heard levelled- the criticism of the 
general practitioner. It seemed to run without him, he had 
no share in its organization, and when he entrusted his patients 
to its care he felt he had lost them entirely. And fet with a very 
little organization and a very little additional exertion, both cn 
the part of the practitioner and the hospital, a partnership might 
be formed of infinite benefit to both. 

First, and above all, it ought to be quite easy for the practi- 
tioner to make use of the hospital for consultation. Even now, 
if he sent up with his patient the briefest letter, he would usually 
obtain a courteous reply, and if he addressed the letter personally 


to some member of the staff he would rarely fail io obiain all 
the information that science and knowledge could place at his 
disposal. But Mr. Souttar felt that this side of the hospital work 
might be greatly expanded. At present it was left entirely es 
a personal matter for the member of the staff concerned. If ‘a 
hospital were run on the lines of a modern business house the 
letter would go through a definite office, it would never fail to 
reach its objective, and a prompt reply would be a mere matter. 
of office routine. This he felt certain was the true method of 
access for the general practitioner to a hospital of this class. It 
was occasionally suggested that beds might be placed at bis 
disposal so that he could treat his patients there, but a very brief 


| consideration of hospital organization ought to show him that this 


was quite impossible. Acting, however, through the regular staff 


4 of the hospital, and especially through those of its members with 


whom he became personally acquainted, he could obtain for his 
patients all the services provided by the hospital. Its out- 
patient department was open to him for consultation, its. wards 
were open to his patients, and all its.elaborate technical equipment 
was freely at his disposal. 

Another service which the hospital could and ought to provide 
for the general practitioner was post-graduate teaching. It was 
obviously difficult in the stress of general practice for any man 
to keep abreast of all the modern advances in medicine and 
surgery, and his time was, as a rule, so limited that he could not 
afford to waste, perhaps hours at a hospital on the chance of 
picking up some information which he desired. If, . however, 
special classes were arranged for his benefit, he could with extreme 
economy of time become conversant with all the newest methods. 
Mr. Souttar felt that the time for some such arrangement was, 
in this country, long overdue. On the Continent and in America 
such post-graduate clinics were the commonplaces of hospital life, 
and he looked forward to the day when this country would 
awaken to the opportunities at present lost. 

All this, however, left the general practitioner without any means 
of treating his own patients under hospital conditions, and, great 
though the difficulties might be, some such arrangement was an 
essential element in any complete medical service. Here the 
municipal hospitals might be used to great advantage. These 
were now being brought up to date, many of them were splendidly 
equipped and staffed, and within a short time there would be 
little to choose, so far as equipment was concerned, between them 
and the most modern voluntary hospital. Further, they now 
frankly took paying patients, and, in contrast to the voluntary 
hospitals, they could enforce their charges. Where such a hospital 
was conveniently situated there was no reason why beds in it 
should not be allotted to the local practitioners, who could at 
least follow up their patients even if it were impossible for them 
to take entire charge. In the country, cottage hospitals, staffed 
by the local practitioners, had revolutionized practice. It would 
be a curious anomaly if it proved impossible for London prac- 
titioners to secure similar advantages for the efficient treat- 


‘ment of their patients. The fact that these hospitals were already 


appointing consulting staffs brought them into still closer contact 
with the general body of medical practitioners. 

In conclusion, Mr. Souttar declared that it was through closer 
co-ordination in the medical services of the country that they 
must look for progress in the treatment of disease, and in this 
co-ordination the importance of the part played by the general 
practitioner could not be exaggerated. He it was who saw the 
case in its earliest stages, and often had the best opportunities 
of following it to. a conclusion, If he would only make definite 
use of the teaching hospitals for consultative purposes they would 


‘yespond by perfecting the necessary mechanism, for no one was

A MEETING of. the Leeds Division was held in the Medical. School, 
Leeds, on December 2nd, to which all medical men in the area 
of the Division had been invited. - A--British -Medical. Association 
Lecture was delivered by Dr. Hersert Frencu, C.B.E.,. physician 
to Guy’s Hospital, on “A series of points of practical importance 
in treatment.’”’ Dr. French said that, although eighty years: ago 
venesection was overdone, yet it was now -too-little used. ile 
fond it very useful in mitral stenosis with failing compensation 
and acute distress from overdistension of ‘the “right sidé of the 
heart. It was also to be recommended in lobar pneumonia of a 
certain type, such as in the case of a managed about 35 with 
plenty of blood, about the second day of the disease; if he was 
cyanosed and in respiratory distress from overdistension of the 
right side of the heart. Another indication for it was acute 
uraemia in nephritis with convulsions and coma. In less aeute 
conditions it might be beneficial, as, for example, in an elderly 
man, stout, plethoric, taking little exercise, short of breath 
getting unfit for business, dizzy and fuzzy-headed, with a blood 
ressure of 190, arterio-sclerosis, and chronic granular kidneys. 

e was perhaps advised to go to Harrogate, to eat less, and to 
take exercise, but, in addition, bleeding helped very much in 
getting rid of the fuzzy-headedness and the shortness of breath. 

enesection might be — ed every three months, and Dr 
French found that such relief. was given that the patient asked 
for the operation to be repeated. -In splenomegalic leucocythemia 
also, with a broad hard spleen and seven to eight million of red 
corpuscles, venesection, at intervals, gave such ‘relief and comfort 
that patients asked for a repetition. In answer to thé obvious 
question why this operation should be performed, seeing that the 
int of blood removed was almost immediately replaced, Dr. 

ench suggested that possibly blood destruction in such cases 
was in arrears; this was overtaken by venesection, blood was 
withdrawn, and replaced by ——— new-blood. Dr. French 
showed a simple apparatus by which the operation was much 
simplified and mess entirely obviated, The conical-shaped ° 
with the sharp bayonet-pointed needle devised by himself was 
easily introduced and caused much less pain than the needle 
point ordinarily in use. 

Dr. French then passed to the consideration of various obscure 
illnesses simulating microbial poisoning, but really due to inhala- 
tion of various gases such as coal gas, from coke and gas fires 
with insufficient or inefficient flues. He mentioned the case of 
a man and his wife who suffered from pallor, metallic -taste in 
the mouth, giddiness, syneopal attacks,’ debility, and general poor 
health, The cause was_ eventually - found be the use. of 
inverted «gas-burners, Users of ‘such burners weré advised to 
tirn them round. A woman became irritable with a pulse of 140 
to 150. A long sea voyage was quickly effective, but the illness 
returned on resumption of home life. Her husband ‘became 
age | ill, An odourless gas leak was found to be the cause. 

Dr. French mentioned a possible danger in using atophan and 
its congeners in gout; there appeared to be a risk’ of the patient’s 
death if, while taking such drugs, a general anaesthetic was 


given. 
Another matter discussed was recurrent headache of sudden onsvt 
and lasting twelve to twenty-four or thirty-six hours, with vomiti 
at the end of the attack. Dr. Fresca ed this as an event 
comparable with asthma. - He suggested the use of peptone injec- 
tions in increasing doses; rather violent reactions might~ be 
eipected, but the object of the treatment was to shake up the 
tient. There had n no bad results from this treatment, 
orse serum. was better than rabbit serum. ' 
Great interest was taken in the various points discussed in the 
lecture, and a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Dr, French

AN OPEN LETTER TO NON-MEMBERS. 


Dear Sir on Mapaw, 
The close of the year affords an opportunity to draw your attention to the chief aims of the British Medical 
Association, and to give you some information as to its work and organization. 


OBJECTS. 


The British Mepicat Association, the largest, oldest, and most powerful of British medical organizations, 

was founded in 1832 to promote the medical and allied sciences, to maintain the honour and interests of the medical 

rofession, and to foster a feeling of friendship among the members of the profession. The work of the Association 

is thus fourfold: (i) It acts for the profession collectively throughout the Empire in medical matters affecting the 

common weal; (ii) it guards the profession against unfair attack, whether legislative or other; (iii) by its work in 

promoting medical science and the spirit of comradeship it helps the individual practitioner to be more efficient 
and of greater use to the community; and (iv) it helps its members individually. 


With these aims in view the Association and its local groups—namely, the Divisions and Branches 
mentioned below—hold many thousands of meetings yearly, at which medical, medico-sociological, and allied 
subjects are dealt with, nor is the social side forgotten; it publishes the British MepicaL Journal, the Archives 
of Disease in Childhood, the Journal of Neurology and Psychopathology, an Annual Handbook, a Handbook for 
Recently Qualified Medical Practitioners, and other publications; gives scholarships, grants, and prizes for clinical 
and research work ; owns a Commodious building for the housing of its central activities ; is eos of very 
considerable funds and resources; and spares no effort in assisting its members individually in aspects of their 
professional lives. 

ASSOOIATION PREMISES. 


The new House of the Association at Tavistock Square, London, opened in the summer of 1925 by 
His Majesty the K ng, is a popular meeting-place for its members, especially those visiting London. There are 
also Houses or Offices of the Association at Adelaide, Brisbane, Cape Town, Dublin, Edinburgh, Melbourne, 
Perth (W.A.), Sydney, Wellington (N.Z.), and elsewhere. 


CoNSTITUTION AND ADMINISTRATION. 


The Association is practically a federation of local medical societies, called Divisions. A Branch is a Division 
or (more frequently) group of Divisions. A member of the Association is, ipso facto, a member of the Division and 
Branch in the area of which he or she lives. The Divisions and Branches and the Association of which they form — 
part are democratic bodies, the government of which is in the hands of their members. 

The funds and resources of the Association are commensurate with a membership of over 32,000. 

The general control and direction of the policy and affairs of the Association are vested in the Repre- 
sentative Body, which is elected by the Divisions throughout the Empire, and meets annually. The Couneil, or 
executive, of the Association is elected partly by the Branches throughout the Empire, and partly by the Repre- 
sentative Body, and also includes representatives of the Royal Naval, Royal Air Force, Army, and Indian Medical 


’ Services. The Representative Body and Council elect the Standing Committees. Among these are the Ethical, 


Finance, Hospitals, Insurance Acts, Journal, Medico-Political and Parliamentary, Naval and Military, Organization, 
Public Health, Science, Scottish, Irish, Welsh, and Dominions Committees. The Insurance Acts Committee is the 
executive of the Annual Conference of Representatives of Local Medical and Panel Committees, which are the 
statutory local professional committees under the National Health Insurance Acts.

FIFTY YEARS’ PROGRESS. 3 


Tae British Medical Association began in a meeting of fifty medical 
men held in the Board Room of Worcester General Infirmary in July, 
1832, with Charles Hastings in the chair. The Association is thus in. 
its ninety-fifth year. Our diagram shows the membership figures for g 
the last fifty years. 
From 1832 to 1854 the growth was slow, but in the latter year ; 
the figure of 2,000 was reached. Three years later, in 1857, the Journal 
of the Association was issued for. the first time under the title of 4 
the British Mzpicat Journat. The weekly SuprLement began to be 2 
published in 1904. Z 
From 1866 to 1912 the membership rose in staircase fashion from 4 2 ; 
2,462 to 26,568. In some of those forty-six years the step was com- Z 
paratively small, in others large, but the ascent was continuous. 
The rapid rise in 1911 and 1912 was due . 
to the professional upheaval’ that followed 
the introduction of the National Insurance 
scheme. Many practitioners who joined the 
Association solely on that account resigned soon 4 g Z An 
afterwards, and the fall from 1913 to 1918 was 
due to that and to the dispersal of a large 
part of the profession during the war. Since 
1918 the ground -lost has been far more than 
regained.
